Weaver said Wednesday. 
"That's what everyone's trying 
to hang their hat on but the real 
problem is there is only "X" 
amount of dollars to go around 
the state and Hillsborough 
County came up with all kinds 
of reasons they needed it." 


Gene Sacco, of the Environ- 
mental Control offices in West 
Palm Beach, said the county is 
missing out on $70,000 to

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About those Amendments 


While quite a few words have been written about 
the candidates in various races coming -up in Nov; 
“general election, there are also seven amendments 
little has been said about. e 

Those voters interested in studying the proposed 
amendments in depth may order special pamplilet 
number 54 ‘Proposed Amendments to the Florida 
Constitution, November 5, 1974" from the Public 
Administration Clearing Service, University of 
Florida, Gainesville, Fla., for the price of 25 cents. 

In our opinion, voters would do well to vote “Yes” 
to amendments two, four, and five and “No” to 
numbers one, three, six and seven for the following 
reasons. 

The first amendment on the ballot calls for the use 
of state gross receipts tax on utilities to be applicable 
as a revenue bond pledged by the state board of 
education and the legislature. 

The key section amendment is that it would allow 
the state cabinet and legislature, about 75 busy state 
officials, to decide to pledge state revenues for 
educational bonds. 

M it is approved, the state will have come a long 
way from the 1885 constitution which allowed similar 
credit transactions only “to repel invasion and put 
down insurrection.” 

We sympathize with educators who need money for 
,capital outlay, especially in the light of school bond 
referendums in the recent past, but we believe the 


taxpayer should have the final word on such large 


outlays of public money. 
We vote “No” to ametfürhent$/ ойе” *4 


Amendment number twÜ essentially “adds “other 


transportation facilities, including terminals” to roads 
when it comes to the outlay of the two cents per gallon 
„State Roads Distribution Fund gasoline tax. 

We believe this would make the state gas tax uses 
more flexible without taking the money ‘out of 
transportation. Vote Yes. 

The third amendment would change the title of the 
county “tax assessor” to “property appraiser’. While 
the second title may more accurately describe his 
duties, most people already know what a tax assessor 
does and we feel this is just another attempt for a 
more prestigious sounding title. We vote No. 

The fourth amendment would bring the Florida 
Game and Fresh Water Fish Commission more under 
the contro] of the state legislature. Since the sale of 
hunting and fishing licenses no longer pay the way, we 
feel this is only reasonable. 

We vote Yes. Let the state senate approve 
appointments to the commission and bring the 
commission’s budgetary and personnel planning under 
‘the legislature.

It.was long enough coming but when coach Dave 
Magnuson's Glades School Gators finally racked up 
their win of the season, they made it impressive and at 
a time it counted. 

Magnuson said the Gators have been working up 
to their 48-0 rout of St. Edwards of Vero: Beach all 
season and Friday was when they put it all together. 

And what they put together for their homecoming 
game was a coffin for St. Edwards' Pirates, a coffin 
sealed by an out-for-blood defense and the hammering 
blows of a near-perfect offensive line clearing the way 
for the punishing running of Bill Thompson. 

Homecoming Queen Eréna Serra and her court of 
Celia Battle and Suzanne Hooks coolly sat on the 
sideline to watch the dismemberment of the Pirates. 

And, ridiculous as it may sound, the 48-0 score 
wasn't indicative of the way things were. 

If the Gator's touchdowns which were called back 
had been recorded and one-point conversions had been 
made on each touchdown scored, they would have 
walked away with à 77-0 victory. 

Seven touchdowns were recorded and three were 
called back on penalties. Had the game been close, the 
Gator's necessity to run or pass for two-point 
conversions could have been costly. 

Magnuson said the Gators haven't attempted to 
kick for points-after-touchdowns all year because they- 
simply haven't had a center the coaches felt could get 
the ball back to the place-kick holder. 

This meant conversions were successful on only 
three of the seven touchdowns. 

Glades Day only managed to make 11 first downs, 
normally a not-to0-impressive figure, but “we 
managed to score so often, we didn't need that many 
first downs," Magnuson said. 

He said the Pirates were only able to keep the ball 
for a total of six minutes during the 48 minute game 
and the Gator offense only had the ball once when

“You can expect to get a lot of penalties,” he said,

to the game when their bus broke down in Stuart, only 
managed to field 17 players, and their very weakness 
caused a change in the Gator game plan. 

"We thought we'd come out throwing the ball,” 
Magnuson “said, "but our offensive line was just 
blowing them away for 10 and 12 yards at a clip so we 
didn't need the pass. Then too, we wanted to salt the 
game away early and didn't want to make any 
mistakes.” : 

The scoring was led by Bill Thompson, who power 
running broke tackles all day. He scored the Gators" 
first TD with a 27-yard run on the Gators' first 
possession and also racked up points on a two 
two-yard runs. 

Thompson also led the Gator rushing attack with a 
total of 95 yards, followed by Keith Williams and Julio 
Sanchez with 65 yards each. Howard Harris, a 
freshman, followed with 35 yards in three carries. 

Williams scored the Gators' second touchdown on 
a 10 yard plunge. Mitch Crissman scored on a 
one-yard plünge, Carlos Latour galloped in on a 20 
yard run and Bill Dupere picked up a Pirate punt and 
ran in the last score of the day from 65 yards out. 

“Some of our coaches," Magnuson said, “were 
hoping Dupere wouldn't score.

developing a process by which 
these troublesome weeds can 
be converted into feed for 
cattle. When this process is 
perfected sometime this fall, it 
will be а double vietory--elimi- 
-nating a nuisance and creating 
something productive from it. 

Waterhyacinths a very 
common type of water weed, 
can be harvested, pressed and 
converted into feed for cattle in 
a very efficient manner. This 
provides a cheaper, but equally 
nutritious, feed for cattle while 


> clearing waterways of weeds. 


Bagnall and his research team 
have made this possible not 
only for Florida, but for all 
other countries with aquatic 
weed problems. 

These presses designed by 
Bagnall were purchased from 
UF's College of Agriculture by 
the State Department for 
distribution as part of the 
United States Program. for 
International Development. 
This pressing process causes a 
great reduction in weight and 
yields juice nutrients which are 
excellent for feeds due to their 
high protein content. 

Bagnall said, “Pressing is 
very important since aquatic 
plants contain more than 90 
percent water. To transport ten 
tons of waterhyacinths you 
would be carrying more than 
nine tons of useless water." 

As most aquatic plants 
contain this much water, 
pressing is an absolute must in 
order to transport them for 
conversion to cattle feed. 
Bagnall's press in one of the 
most efficient for the manage- 
ment of aquatic plants. It is 
very light (about 500 pounds) 
and is simply designed for easy 
production and maintenance. 


Management of aquatic 
weeds in tropical countries is a 
critical issue. An overabund- 
ance of these weeds can render 
rivers virtually unnavigabl» 
cause severe flooding which 
destroys crops and ruins the 
land for further production and 
creates public health hazards 
by creating a breeding ground , 
for harmful insects. Research- 
ers at IFAS are assisting the 
United States Agency for 
International Development in 
providing all nations with 4! 
remedy for this problem. 

The National Academy of 
Science of the United States 
took part in a workshop in 
aquatic weed management and 
utilization. sin Georgetown, 


Guyana spring. Bagnall, 

who was. of the panelists,

scientists and many political 
dignitaries on hand for the 
conference, The purpose of the 
workshop. was to share 
scientific . knowledge about 
aquatic weeds with scientists 
and agriculturists from all 
countries. 

This workshop created great 
interest in Bagnall'& work. 
Letters from interested agricul- 
turists aré coming into the 
Agriculture Department at UF 
from countries. all over, the 
world. This is understandable 
since the product is a good 
one-one gure for several 
problems.

The South Bay City Commis- 
sion decided during special 
session Tuesday night to adopt 
a property tax rate of 9.596 
mills instead of the 7.256 mills 
certified by the Plam Beach 
County Tax Assessor.
